EXPLOSION IN 
BROOKLYN IS 
BEING PROBED 


York (.If) — A flre on a 


Brooklyn pier set off an explosion 
yesterday that shook the city for 
miles around. Nine died in the 
disaster'and 247 suffered Injuries, 


Flames still flickered in the red- 


hot ruins of tha pier today. Fire 
officials will launch*1 a full-scale 
probe 
of the 
10-million-dollar 


blaze, 


A dock worker said the fire 


started about 3:15 p. m. in a pile 
of foam rubber on the big pier, 
longest marine terminal in the 
city. Minute by minute the flames 
ate toward a mountain of explo- 
sive cargo — paint, lacquer, rub- 
ber cement, chemicals and fuels. 


'Firemen, dock workers, school- 


boys and other spectators rushed 
to the scene—unaware of the im- 
pending~periL 


Suddenly a sheet-of flame shot 


skyward. The blast ripped oft the 
pier shed's metal and glass roof 
and showered the area with a 
deadly hail of fragments. 


The shock radiated 89 miles 


from the explosion. Windows were 
shattered five miles away. 


Chunks of white-hot steel weigh- 


ing as much as 50 pounds arched 
over the waterfront. 
' The blast killed three boys m 
their tracks. 


Th« dock workers and three 


other men were also killed. One 
was decapitated. 


Screaming 
ambulances 
raced 


away with the scores of injured, 
many of them spectators. Hospi- 
.tals were soon Jammed. 
7 The pier—long as stx football 
fields—just into New York Harbor. 
The towers of lower Manhattan's 
i.financial district stand a short 
'yay across the water. 
'" Black smoke churned and bil- 
lowed 3,000 feet Into the blue sky 
after the explosion.

Since three week from

will be Christmas it would seem 
that it is not too early to start 
reminding of the 
Importance of 


providing every safeguard to avert 
fires and accidents 
during 
the 


holiday season. A folder just re- 
ceived from the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters, on the subject 
of "How to Keep Your Christmas 
Merry," contains pertinent and val- 
uable suggestions: It says there 
are two things to remember about 
your Christmas tree—one, 
it Is 


very combustible, being filled with 
pitch and resin, it ignites easily 
and burns furiously; and, two, care 
and caution are necessary to keep 
your Christmas tree 
safe—and 


you Christmas Merry. It is noted 
that it is virtually Impossible for a 
non-skilled person to flame-proof 
a Christmas tree successfully with 
chemicals or paints. Your best bet 
for Christmas safety is to follow 
these common-sense rules — rules 
which have been developed by en- 
gineers for the Board of Under- 
writers: Choose a small tree in- 


stead of a large one. A small tree 
can bs Just as pretty and it's less 
of a hazard. Don't set up the tree 
until just a few days before Christ- 
mas. Keep the tree outdoors until 
ready to install it. Set up the tree 
in the coolest part of the house, 
away from radiators, heaters 
or 


fireplaces. Stand it in water, which 
retards the drying out process. Do 
not'use cotton or paper for decor- 
ating the tree unless the decora- 
tions are flameproof. Do not place 
electric trains around the 
tree. 


Never use candles. Use 
electric 


lighting sets only. Inspect every 
socket and wire to make sure the 
set' is In good condition. Discard 
sets with frayed wiring. When buy- 
ing new sets, look for the Under- 
writers' Laboratories, Inc. label or 
marker. Provide a switch some dis- 
tance from the tree for turning 
tree lights off and on. Use flame- 
proof or fireproof decorations of 
glasa or metal to decorate your 
tree.

if WASHINGTON COLUMN if 


Hungarian Refugees Arrive 
At a Propitious Time

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—A small green card sandwiched be- 


tween two pieces of transparent plastic Is their .free ticket to a 


future unlimited. 
That's what the Hungarian refugees fleeing from Russian tyranny 


and permitted to enter the U.S. by action of the President are 
handed when they finish the formal red tape of entry. It's called 
an alien registration card. 


There arc no strings attached to this free pass to partake in the 


bounties of America. Only a letter is necessary to the U.S. Immi- 
gration Service once a year, in January, reporting the current ad- 
dress. 


THE LAW REQUIRES these Hungarian refugees to wait five 


years before they can apply for citizenship. During this period they 
can actually spend half their time outside of the country if business 
or personal reasons make this necessary. During this traveling they 
must keep the Immigration Service informed of their activities. 


After five years they make an application for permission to file 


a formal petition for citizenship. It takes two or more months for 
the Immigration Service to check this application. 


First it is determined whether the applicant has spent a long 


enough time in the country and -whether his travels abroad have 
been properly reported. Next it is determined whether he has been 
of good moral character and appears loyal to the principles of 
democracy. 
Finally, the applicant must be able lo speak and read a few simple 


English words, not more t.'ian enough to get along on. 


THIS IS NO cloak and dagger investigation. It is done as quickly 


and painlessly as possible by Immigration officials. 


When the application is approved the alien is notified. He can 


then go to any U.S. court and file his formal citizenship petition. 
All that is required at this procedure is the presence of two citizens 
who 'will state that they know the applicant, that he is of, sound 
moral character and that he understands and is loyal to the prin- 
ciples of democracy. 
There is then a minimum wait of 30 days before the applicant 


appears in court for a final hearing, and to take his oath of alle- 
giance to the United States. 
Minor children get citizenship with their parents. If the parents 


do not seek citizenship, the children who were born in Hungary 
can apply on their own after they come of age. 


It is estimated that three-fourths of the Hungarian refugees now 


entering the U.S. will eventually become citizens. The rest will 
either be unwilling "to give up allegiance to their homeland or will 
not make the grade or want citizenship. 


PROBABLY NO period In American history has been so pro- 


pitious for the eventual winning of citizenship by these Hungarians. 
The public has already demonstrated its eagerness to help them 
get off lo a good start by donating money, homes, Jobs and even 
farms. 
The agencies helping to locate the Hungarians In homes and In 


Jobs are finding plenty of sympathetic help. 


Once the excitement of arriving has worn oh% the public has 


forgotten the dramatic circumstances of their flight and the really 
tough job of adjusting to a new life in a new country has begun, 
they also have a bright prospect. The U.S. has never been more 
prosperous, with Job and business opportunities in abundance. 


And according to all predictions this situation will continue lor 


many years'to come. 


It is a good opportunity these people have in America today.

When the ball is snapped, he seems to wander around aimlessly, 


A running play usually, goes the other way and Harion slants in 
that direction as if to block, but he usually winds up missing 
everybody. 


ON A PASS PL.AY to somebody else, he prances straight down- 


f.eld at a slow pace, makes a little turn and watches how things 
come out For most of the game he looks like a show horse. 


Things can go along like this for more than a half. But some- 


where during' the game, the Bears need to move the ball. Enter 
Harlon, now accepted as the finest pass catcher football has 
seen since Don Hutson, 
Going into the Detroit game, Hill had grabbed 41 passes good 


for 988 yards and 10 touchdowns. He had been on the receiving end 
of passes that accounted for 79, 70. 68 (twice), 57, 53 and 45 yards.

SO IT WOULD SEEM that Hill is the kind of player who puts 


out only when he has to. 


"No." Hill says, "I have a definite move on each play. There is* 


a purpose to every step. Take the running plays. Why should I 
start racing around and running into the middle of things wtth 
my arms waving and all that? 


"I usually have two men way out there with me. I keep 'em 


' both there. That's as good as a block, isn't it? 


"I make a project out of fiddling around. You keep doing it play 


after play and sooner or later the defensive guys may get lulled 
into thinking nothing's gonna happen. Keep 'em that "way and 
-naybe I can get a step on 'em later on." 


HHJj HAS THE BASIC approach to getting to a spot for a pass 
that all good catchers have. 


"You can't just tear there full speed." he says. "How you gonna 


fake when you're going full tilt? I control my speed. I'll fake here 
and there. Then when I'm on mr last move—the one that gets me 
there—I go all out." 


When Hill trots for a pass, he tosses his head and shoulders 


one way, stutter-steps a bit, then lets out with one wide stride. 
On a button hook, Hill fakes, then gives, with the big step, 


turns in one motion and there he is, alone ana ready to latch onto 
the pass with hands that make a ball almost disappear. 


On long heaves. Hill simply turns on incredible speed. After an 


afternoon of keeping up with his slow stop-and-start business, 
defenders suddenly find, themselves trying to keep up with a long- 
legged speedster who, teammates claim, can do a 9.6 100. 


In one of the great catches in recent professional football history, 


Harlon grabbed a 56-yard pass, first batted into the air, to tie 
the Giants. While falling into the end zone, Harlon' juggled the 
ball-twice, clutched it with a last move. 


Forgotten in the post-game stories was that on the play— 


plus a. 79-yarder earlier—mil clearly outran two Giant 
defenders. 
One of them, Jim Patton, is a 9.8 sprinter.
